Now in V/orcefter fince we came, the people told us the Cavalieres did fo ha-

On Satterday night lalt, the Strange Lord brouzht part of his Forces 
before this Towne', and the relt on Sunday morning, in all, about 
two thouſand Foot ard fix hundred Horſe, with $.or y. pecces of Ordnance : 
The Towne upon the tirſt notice for their defence betooke themſelyes to their 
Armes, having at that time ſome few of the Country with them, two Poſts 
- were ſent out, the Belsrung ; and on Sunday the Country came chearfully in 
to cur helpe. Many ſhots were exchanged that day on both fides ; but onMun- 
day morning the Lord Strange, having planted his Ordnance in two ſeveral 
places, he began to play upon the Towne, and ſo hath continued night and 
day evcr ſince ; but blefled be God hathdone little harme. This day his Muſ- 
keteers made a furious allault, and were bravely with-ſtocd by ours, who ſtood 
at their workes moſt couragioully, never fearing, giving fire from an cleven 
of clock in the day, till about that time 1a the night, a hundred or more of my 
Lords Souldicrs arc flaine, and ſome Commanders of note ; ſome of which are 
M. 74/ley and Captainc Bram; but to this Day, blefſed be God, we loſt not 
one man, |

The Generall of the /ymers 1s marched over the River of Rhyne with part 
of his Armie, to fetch in proviſion our of the neighbouring Countries,and in 
his going over the Bridge, he gavethe keepers of the Bridge 400. Duckersto 
drinke to his health. There were two Souldiers of the beſt experimented out 
of every Engli/b Company, to goc, as it is thought, for the King of England; 
but they arc {tayd, and Captain F!ooa, who ſhould have conducted them, is 
impriſoned in Dorr, a Towne in Holland, and is like to ſuffer tor it, being that 
the States are very diſcontented that ſuch things ſhould be done withour 
their knowledge. |

It is for certaine,that the King of France ſince that he hath taken Perpmnias,

Itis likewiſe aſſured that Monſieur /e Grand,and Monfieur /c Thon,are both 
beheaded; and for any thing we can heare,that the Duke of Bullion is in great 
danger, his Mother bcing dead, and all his friends flie trom him, excepting 
the Prince ot Orange his Unkle; He hath offered the King of Frexcc the 
Towne of S-4:», whereof hc 15 a Prince Soveraigne, to ſave his lite; But the 
Cardinall which goyerncth the King and Kingdome: ſaith , that there is no 
truſt tn him, and that if he were let goe, he might doe worſe then before : 
It (cemes that his faCt 1s hainous, he is here much bemoned.for ſince hismar- 
riage, and his revolting from his Religion, the leaving of his Government of 
Maſtrich, and now this bad Enterpriſe, ſothat we feare the wortt.

5. and theſc elevate this infallible Indge in his 
judgement, that they bring him into the abſolute perfe& ions of (hrift. wee muſt 
ſay that #n the high Prieſt the Pope, there i5 the fulneſſe of all graces ; becauſe he alone 
giveth a ful indalgence of alt ſinnes; that this may agree to him , Which We ſay of the 
chiefe Prince our Lord, that of his fulueſſe all we have received. de Regimine Prin« 
cipum, /:4. 3.cap. 10. and fo if we will be drunke with the drunken, we mult reſt 
upon the Kings judgement, and to oppoſe it is as mortall a finne as to reject the 
judgement of Antichriſt. But as wee know more obedience isdue+to his Majeſty 
than the Man of ſinne ; yet we ſhall be men of ſinne if we adore the judgement in 
the Text to be rule enoughto yeeld the King all we have, and that he can doe usno 
injuſtice in any thing he commands us, or takes from us. If we make it a power, 

and that ts be his judgement, he ſheweth it in all his ations, for we mult hold that 
juſt whick he doth, and complaine ofnothing, If we tranſlate it manner and Cu- 

(tome, he hath too long beene adviſed by this Text to continue his cultomes and ll 

Counſels, to keepe us {till in ſuch a thraldome of oppreſſion and miſcry, and this 

Text would no longer be thought of for the purpoſe, but that other that Sawwe/lete 

in writing, 1 Sam. 10. 25. And Samuel rold the people the judgement of the King® 

dome, and Wrote it ina booke, and laid it up before the Lord, (ce 

This juigemeut of the Kingdome in our bookes of Lawes anJ Parliaments that 
made them, is a8 we requelt, and defire no better proofe of his Majcltics judgement 
thanthe common judgement of our Kingdome , which two wayes he abandons : 

Firſt, in taking the Lawes made in the fenfe of his owne judgement. Secondly, in 

oppoling all Lawes to be made , except his Vore mult be accepted for more than it 

15. And we may admire ſeeing his conſent isneceſſary, that his diſlent is more than 

neceſſary. His conſent to the making of a Law is neceſſary, and if it make it-not for 

his purpoſe, he hath another helpe chat it ſh:ll not be made at all, and fo whatſoever 

Liw diſpleaſeth him, ſhall never be ; and conſequently all Lawes depend abfolute- 

ly upon the King, and when we ſay the Legiſlative power 1$1n the Parliament, we 

Coe but mock the judgement of it ; for the whole power is in the King , and that 

of the Imperiall Code is true, Legum conditor, + interpres / olus Rex juſte exiſtima- 

iter, the maker and interpreter of Lawes the King alone is juſtly to be accounted 
and reputed. He will not ſay his Vote alone can Make a Law, 'or g1ve the ſenſe of 

It, and I would gladly know thereaſon what diſinables bim. Hee hath ſaid many 

things for himſclfe that will prove it. "The Parliamert 1s meerely admitted to

the King pleaſeth : and what is his reaſon ? becauſe they may not command, as if 
chere were nothing in the power of the Par/iamenr but either counſel] or command. 
His Majeltie had need to looke for better Logicians and Philoſophers too, than thus 
to miltake ; there is betweene the nnder{tanding and power to command, the yill 
to conſent, and the eſſence of the Law lies wholly in the conſent : Counſel] Pre- 
pares the matter of the Law in truth, luſtice and witedome. Liwes ſhould be moſt 
erue, moſt jult, moſt wiſe, Per. 4. 8. and fo are all Lawes made by God, and ſuch 
ſhould be the Laws of men : but their underttand ings come ſhort of the knowledge 
of the Higheſt ; yet mult the countcll thereof be for the Aﬀts, as well as all mens 
ations, and Salomon commends it from the Councellors when they are Pany, 
3, Whenthcy are uſed in all matters of Peace and War. 3. That they eſtabliſh 
the Kingdom by Laws. 4. Bring ſafety unto it, Prov. 11.14, X 15.22 & 20,18, 
& 24.6. Command no way makes a Law, 1t 1s but the effect of it. The. whole 
Eſſence lies in the conſent of the will, which comes between counſell, and power 
to command. He that commands cither the thing he knows not , or wills not, is 
an egregious fool : fiirft, Becauſe he commands obedience to ignorance ; lecondly, 
To the thing he willsnvt. His Mazclty may underftand that the Parliament re. 
quiresno more , but that He mult grantthem , Their publike counſell, and their 
common conſznt ; and ſeeing the firit is in the multitude of Counſellors, and the 
{cond in the fieedom of many ; and where the moſt goes in counſell and conſent, 
there is the Law : for one mans countell and conſent cannot have a greater power 
than the moſt, and 1f it have, it is morethan counſell and conſent ; which is that 
the King calls Command, and by 1t proves himſelfe the violater of Laws ; for be. 
fore they be made, no man may command them, and to command the making and 
votes, is violence. There is indeed a Royall confirmation when the Law is made, 
to encreaſe the Authority of it, but tothe Law is not cſſentiall, but accidentall, as 


we ſhall ſkew in another place.

WED227A V L and David were both anointed by Samuel, and yet had not the 
3 crowne till the people conſented,and David was twentie yeers with- 
4 ont it, and Sax/ returned to his trade, x. Sam. 11. 5, And fought one 
47,254 4 battell before his creation in Gilga/. He was anointed at Ramah,cho- 
HEE ſen by lot at Mizpeh, and crowned at Gilgal, When Samnel told him 
that God had appointed him not to ſecke afſes but Men, 1. Sam. 9g. 20. He in his 
fimplicitic or hypocrifte excufeth himſelfe by threo arguments , +. 21. Firſt that 
his Tribe was the ſinalleſt in 7/rael, having not yet recovered that lofſe and flaugh- 
ecr of their men, which they recctved inthe battel{ with 1/7ae/, which was enough 
to make the Tribe mfamous, and all the Tribes to remember an old injurie, { and 
ſcorne , as ſome did , toreceive any Ruler trom them.) Secondly,his fathers houſe 
was of {mall account in that Tribe. Thirdly, himſelfe the leaft in his fathers houſe. 
Modefte regnarecuſavit, —he modeltly refuſed the Kingdome, as Bifhops do, 
(viz) Epiſcopare nolo —1 will not be a Biſhop. But it may be ſaid of them , as it 
may be ſaid of our Cavalliers, Nolurt occidere quenquamypoſſe volunt, — they have 
2 will, whcn they Nil the thing. It may be Sax/ was in good earneſt, and he had 
cauſe enough, if he had knowno the burden, and little benefit he had by his King- 
dome. Veraciter ſe excuſavit de honore Regni, ſaith Tunins , —hee did in good 
earneſt excuſe himſclte of the honour of the Kingdome. And truely his reafons 
of refuſall are pithie and well heaped together, and his concluſion an carneſt and 
vchement interrogation, Wherefore then ſpeazeſt thaw ſo unto me? David was 
alſo anointed by Samwcl not long after Sans creation, and yet lived many yeers 
under $az/ as a ſon and ſervant. He was anointed at Berhl/chem, 1. Sam. 16. 4.and 
many yecrs after that crowned at Hebroy. Firft by kis owne Tribe, 12. Sam. 2: 4: 
Seconlly, by all 1/rac/ feaven ycers after, 2. Sam. 5. 3. And heere David is ſaid to 
be anointed againe1s an happy ſigne that God and man joyfully conſpired together 
eo make him King , andthat he was as carefull to receive the conſent of the people, 
as the UuRion of God, and it is molt certaine to be the minde of God , that Kings 
muſt neither lay hold of their crownes, nor make lawes nor uſe Armes , but by the 
free conſent of their people. He that writ the obſervations taxcth the King that 
with the originall grant of heaven, he makesno mention of the conſent of his peo- 
ple, and in truth it 15 the errour of our King to think he holds all from God, and no- 
thing from his Subjects : with God he joyns the Law, and that is his ſecond errour, 
if he underſtand jt of the Laws of the Kingdom , tor they are made by common 
conſent ; and if he have his Royalty by them, then the people give it him : and 
the Ovſervator ſayes truely, That the L1w by the which Kings raigne, is the pacti- 
on and agreement that any Politicall Corporation or Society of men make with 
him, even of thoſe that are pricked by God, and declared from heaven to be his Mi- 
niſters, as Saul and David are ; His Prophet anoints them both , and then the peo- 
ple being certified of Gods will. are not forced to follow their guide, but have their 
freedom to contra and covenant with him. eAbner in his Meſſage to David; 
ſpeaks of both rights, 2 San. 3. 12. Firſt, That God had by his anointing , given 
him the Kingdom. Secondly , That he could not take it by that right, without a

landersto hold her where the is ; but they may as lawfully kcep his Kingdom from 
him, a$eAbrer and [/racl did, without his league, and compact withthem : If he 
ſay he hath made it with them, then let him ſo hold it , Or not complain of them for 
holding it as he doth. The Obſervator hath done him no wrong ; but they that 
weuld make him hold his Monarchy by an abſolute right , whichin true love they 
cannot perſwade him unto , but jn extreme hatred to our Realm and Religion, 
knowing our Parliament fo falt ſet againſt them, and yet for him in tus due right, 
which is the way to make him the meſt honourable Monarch in the world , as Da. 
+14 was ; and the other 1s to make him like Ser, a Tyrant. He meddles no further 
with the Obſervatiens aS govd for him, but oncly in this, That the beginning of his 
book dceltroyes Monarchy, which at the firlt reading I thought he did ; and fome 
woerdsare dagerous,to make the Kio wholly dependantupon the people;but I deal 
plainly (as my titleis ) That he is Gods anointed, and ſo ire per/one, in the right of 
his perſon,exempt from all men; but keis the peoples appointed, & ſo tre Corone, 
in the right of his crown,can do nothing without them;and this 15 our preſent caſe. 
The Parliament would ſecure the perſon of the King, and yet maintain his Lawes 
which good intention of theirs if he cannot feet, they mult forrow for kim, but not 
ſacrifice the whole Kingdom to his will. It 1s a wholſom Maxime in the Law, That 
the King may do onely that which t iuſt;, and a falſe Apkoriſm , That all is inſt he 
aoth. A King may abhorreto doevill, and as much abhor to be limited to dogood, 
It is not diſhk6nourable to a Prince to do kis duty,but he counts it moſt 1gnoble to be 
under any Law or Obligation : D avid is bound not to touch the Lords Anointed, 
and was not Sax/ by the fame reaſon obliged not to hurt David? Davidarms him- 
{elf and his zen to detend themſclves, but not te kill Saul; was it not a fin for 
Saul totake up Armste kill his ſubjeRt ? David gives way to the people to crown 
him, and pleads mot his Coronation by any other Right ; and ſhall men that arc 
more weakly declared to be Kings, preſume they have it becauſe they are heirs ? It 
were injuſtice to deny him his Coronation, that hath it by divine Union and de- 
(1gnation, and yet by violence of the peoples Right, he ſhall offend as much on the 
other hand. Votes in Parliament havethe molt vigorous power in them to make 
Laws ; and here alſo the Maxime is , That ſama potreſt as fundata eſt in voluntate, 
The chicfe power is placed in the will, yea, all power that is free ; as for coactive 
power, that iSover mens bodies, and may be found in beaſts that can bcar down 
one another. Now I demand what power His Ma jelty weuld have in Parlia-

Militia denyed to them and granted to Oppreflors. -Yhe Parliament hath made it plain to 

us that the Coramifſion of Array is not warcanted by any AQ of Parliament, and I am con- 

rent to reaſon from the fame as the King does, that the Ordinance of Parliament is not onely 

withonr any one warrantable Preſident of former times, as he belicveth, but as he is well at- 

ſured, void in Law, His Majeſtic hath loſt by his Argument in all the parts of it. Firſt we

T He judgement of the King is oppoſed tothe judgement of the King : 
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eauſes > The Divines to grant an abſolute Monarchic and give tke King 
(ol- Mifephat, the whole judgement, as we dON lots, Pr6. 16.33. and ſoour 
Parliament caſt but rhcir yores into the Jap of tortune , and when they have 
done all, they muſt look for the Judgement inthe hand of the King, and fo 
the Kingdoms good luck, or bad deſttrite, muſt be ashe will determane it, for 
no other lot have they icft us. | 

His Majcftie muſt not take it il that our bad times are wholly imputed to 
His bad Counſcll ; for as conſent makes a Law by the molt votes : fo in Par- 
bament the major part muſt carry the Law. T he objeCtion 1s. canthey make 
a Law without the King 2 I antwer, the King muſt be in the Counſel to vote 
with it, and his votc mult be as the reſt, athrimative or negative; but neither 
makcs, nor marts the Law. Conſent will makeit , though the King diflent: 
yet when a Law is made, it muft again be brought to the King {or his cor- 


' toboration and confirmation. In the genera!l Councels the Emperours were 


preſent, and either in their own perſons, or by their deputies, gave their con- 
fent to all proceedings; and when the votes were palled, and he certain otthe 
Decree, gave his far, and then the Law was perteC&t. All the Divines that I 
have read make the conlent the eſſence of the Law, and the royall confirma» 
tion accidentall, and thcugh it be wanting, yct 1s the Decree of the Counſel| 
a true ſynodall ſentence ; ard 1 neyer rcad that any good Emperour denied 
his power to make 200d the Law his Judges had agreed upon. And herel 
find 1n the ſubſcriptions a diftcrence between the Paſtours and the people, tor 
both were in councils, «4. 15. The Paſtors ſubſcribe thus, Sic ego conſentiens 
&- definiens ſubſcribo: (o conſent, and Divines do ſubſcribe, as fitteſt to be 
Judges in the rmattersof God. The peopke thus, Sir ego conſentiens ſubſcribo, 
So I conſenting do ſubſcribe, they give their conſent to the making of the 
Law, bur ſuffer the Divines to diſpute and determine , and in that ſenſe they 
may rather be {aid ro be witneſs then Judges. In the firſt generall Councell 
the Imperiall confirmation is requeſted with all f\ubmyſkonzand thus granted, 
We have ſealed, ratified and confirmed the Decrees made jn thu hoty Cenncell, Euſeb, 
de wit, Conſtant, 1.

How plain andperſpicuous is it that the Laws were made by the conſenc

{uppoſe the conſent being granted to makethe Law. the Councell or Parlia- 
mcnt now in being, will, as they have alwayes been moſt humble Petitioners 
ro His Majettic ro do as much tor them , as Emperours have done for the 
Church, and then not to ao 1t, becauſe his vote is not granted to be of ſuch 
forceas to deftroy the Law is toundo himſelf and his whole Kingdom; tor 
it chat be the comrovertie, that the Parliament votes nothing withour him, 
and chat their conſent ray not be granted to give clienceto the Law by the 
votes of the moſt, tarewell freedome, and js Regs, the power of the King, 
be our cruell judgement.

Law is made by a direCtive power of good Countcll , and a free power of 
conſent; bur if coercive and coaCtive power come in,to make the Law,which 
incquitic mult follow it, the judgement ot che Kingdom is gone, and nor 
Law, but luſt, not right but revenge, riot vertue but violence will rue us. God 
torclaw this, and ſets the Councel| before the King, as a light to lead him to

I will define it as neare as | can out of Samuels words : It is the Kings grant 
out of his proper judgement, Without the judgement of the K ingdome, to three or more 
men. to force men to fiade Armes, ſerve in them, when and where they pleaſe, and to 
multt them for their defaults by their ewne aiſcretion, His Majcitie hat ſufftercd 
undcr his Name a grcat abuſe by the papers and pens that have printed ſuch 
propoſitions as tlicte tor the found Maximes of Law. Firſt, the 44:67:24 18 1n- 
herent in his perſon, and may he notuſe the power he is borne unto? Shall 
any take away his inheritance > Indeed Sawzu:1 in his words ſayes ſo much of 
the right: of Kings, as they will have it tobe. Sax! was nor borne King of 1/- 
reel. yethad trom God as good aright asany King , and yer I cannot read 
that he uſed any ſich Comnudiion, neither was it treaſon tor David and. his 
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600 men to arme themſelves withour $4v/s Commiſſion of Array,and thoſe 
thouſands of men thatcame armed ro Pavidat Hebron, x Chron, 12. 23 had 
no royall Commiltion to be ſo armed, and (urely a Milias mherent neye. 
ry mans perſon fo defend himſelte, and to have that right inthe King alone 
1s the Kingdomes puniſhment, and doubtleile the legall power is placed beſt 
where every Subje& may give his conſent to be armed, and the right of the 
Kingdome is greater then the right of the King,as the words of God and Sa- 
muel.andtheir writings and books declare unto us ; for in the 11i/prat of the 
King is our miſery and miſchicte, as at this day, the Lord bring him to the 
judgement of his Parliament, for that I am fure 15 he ſound & folide judge- 
mentot his Kingdome. Secondly, his Majeſtic declares by writing that the 
Atilitia ts inſeparable fromhis Crowne, and the Paritament to take it from 
him, pulls his Crowne trom his head. I ſhall ſhey at large in the coronation 
of Sarland David, that they were crowned witty the conſent of their peo- 
plc, and that they purnot their ſwords into the hands of their Kings, but by 
aleague and law, and notby any ſuch abſolute powerzas it the Kings crowne 
did croile all lawes, and we were to lie downe at his feet,and leave our whole 
force in him. Thirdly, the 47:/iria 1s his owne by all warramable preſidents 
taken up 1 all ages by his predecettours; bur we want a watrant thatall his 
predecefiours have arincd men jultly, and we nced not doubt, but his way at 
this preſent hath too many cxamples, God amend them, Fourthly, That 
Power that is lawtull 11 it ſelte, being granted to others, cannot by any law 
be made unlawtull or voyde. His Majeſtic ſhould know that he hath no 
powet from God or men, that he can put over to others, without the conſent 
of the judgement of his kingdome. He can neither give away his crowne, 
or byit make COMmullioners to array his people , without the law ut the 
kingdoine, Fiftly, He attirmes that no taxation of money, or any 1llegall 
puniſhment of his people, can make voyde by law ſuch power as 1s lawtull in 
rſclte. I wonder whit power can be lawtull 1n it (clte to do injuric ro others 
either inthe grant or execution, He incanes his Commithon of Array may 
wrong the SubjcAs, but yer the power the K ing hath to grant 1t, canner be 
made unlawtull for the injuſtice that 1s done by xt. An argument to me. that 
the King hath no ſuch power, or it he had, it ſhould come from them that 
have power to conſent to ſuch inju1 tes that may be dene to them by the beſt 
meanes they canufe, (ome way mult be tor our fatetic, and they are made 
that will without all advice pur their weapons into their hands that will 
wound them. I he goa way 1s open tor the King and his people to follow 
the judgement of the kingdome, and that way 1s the moſt: kke ro doe them 
the leaſt harme. \We thould not doubr of his Majctties care tor ws, it his beſt 
Councell were Joyncd with him : bur we tearc his compar:y about him, 
Commanders from him, are none of our heartie triends.

He 
admires that D avid ſhould not kill him whom God had forſaken, and lctt to his 
adycrſary,and that he ſhould ger well our of his hands with the loſſe of a mark in 
his coat, that with the ſame cuit could have picrced his heatt, or taken his head 
trom his ſhoulders, and left him inthe caveas his grave. 

Sul having yeeldea David the kingdome to be his right after his death, and 
David {worne to hum that he would never deſtroy his namezthey depart, Saw! ro 
kis own houſe, David to his hold, ſhewing plainly that this reconciliation was not 
to be truſted, David as appeares by Adep/iboſnerh, is as good as his word to Saul, 
2 King.21.7. Seven of his arc hanged, two oi the ſons of Ki/pah, Sauls Concubine 
five others of Merab,married tro Ariel, and brought up by Michal that never had

Being come to the wilderneile with his 600, men he fals into oreat wants and fo

yile opinion of the Parliament, and T would but know how theſe new Converts, 
and our old Prophets obſerve our faſts, or by their prayers promote our peace, 
and if we adde che third, our Parliament ſhall be no helpers of the King, their pa» 
cification of rhe Score, preparations for 1relad, preyentions of hame-dangers,&c. 
are by them counted hinderances no helpes to the King, and as for wiſhing of 
peace, they are the men that ſtirre up the warres, and accuſe others for the Au- 
thouts.. Bur f ſhall in the ufe make it more cleare, that thelce,like Nabals, have no 
inclie&ualls nor morails hke A45gait ro David. 

In their inrel/igente they hide their reaſons as Naba! did his venome, whocould 
not but as well as his wite know the worth of David, yer malice and madneſle 
make him beich our all the blurres and blemiſhes he can thinke of, when his wife 
hath thc rrue ropicall heads of Arguments for the honour of Pavid, 1 Sam. 25. 
28, 29. as his batcels for God, ſhedding of bloud withont ſinne, ſuffering of inju- 
ries, divine ſatetie, &c. In their ſc-nce of truchs, Nabal hath not the patienceto 
judge of any, bur is carricd with paſſions into errours,and rageth at the moſt rea- 
ſonable motion made by Davids ſervants. eAb:gail heares rhe ſame relation, and 
quickly conceives the truth of danger, and the right way of prevention, and with 
a ſpecdy expedition makes to David, In ſapience, Nabal is a man of nodiſcowle, 
and to conclude of the ſafeſt way he is carelefle, let Davidcome if he will, he isa 
Runnaway) and his Maſter will have him, and for my ſclfc, he is not theinan I 
feare. eAbigail is more wiſe, and concludes, haſt is needfull to prevent the break- 
ing out of the fire that ts kindled, water muſt quench, and meanes of prefent paci- 
fication be uſed. She provides the beſt ſhe can for Pavidand all his men, loads her

Thele bethe firſt Kings of 1/-ae/,who after the Inager, 
2nd Samet were ſet of God to rule his peop!e, and the firſt was removed to raiſe up 
the ſecond with this teſtimonie , { have fonrd David the ſonne of Nefſe, a man «fter 
mine owne heart , which ſhall fulfill all my will, AR. 13.22. Samuel and Saul reigned

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what ke had forſaken him eighteen yeeres before that, and lived a private hf, yet way 
not idle, but oyer the Prophers at Ramahbz Whiles Saul had Same! te guide hin 
his reigne was the better : Hee erred twice before the Propher letc him, firſt in his 
Ofkce, ſecondly in the execution ofit t In his Ofhce at Gilgal, 1 Sam.3.9.t0lacti. 
fice without Samrel, and why ? Ir was toprevent danger , firlt in the loſe of his 
Army, ſecondly inthe feare of his enemies; he had nor prayed to God for want of 
 aPrie(t , and will be Prief? himſelte, thinking the formalitie of a Sacrifice would be 
more acceptable ro God than che fidelity and imegritieof his obedience; Samuel 
certifies him of his folly, »-r/.1 3.8and Gods anger, and in his owne Fi{cth and leayach 
him, to ſhew Gods rejection and the cleQtion of a better man; yet he does but 
before Say/totheſameplace and not to Ramah; fo that Sard and [oxathas brin 
the Army after him ; It was $:292xe/rexpreſſe charge to Saul when hee had anointed 
him King to goe before him to Gr/gal , x Sams. 10.8. both to receive benediftion and 
dire&tion what tp dec ; He tells him the time muſt be ſeven dayes , and what fignes 
he ſhould have efore that of his regall calling : Firſt, hee ſhould need co look no 
longer after Aſes, for hee ſhould preſently | ones men in his way co the hill of 
God, to tell h\mthey were found by others , and his fathers griefe for bim, which 
ſhould nor Ray him from his appointed journey, but chat he ſhould goe forward; 
endthenthree menſnould meer him going up to God and his houſe at' Berkel, with 
chree Kiddes, three loaves, and a bottell of wine , and fhould ſalute him, and 
give him two of their loaves, which he ſhould receive and ſo goc on ro Gods hill, 
where ke ſhould meet many Prophets praifing God, ani there will the Spirit of God 
meet him and make him another man, His heart was changed as ſoone as Samwel 
had anneinted him, and after ſo came into the company of Prophets; the Spititin a 
greater meaſure came upon him and he propheſied amongſt them, which gayethe 
greater notice to the people of Saul great change. ; 

The queſtion was, /s Saul 4//o amongſt the Prophets? One of the Prophets belong. 
_ Ing to the place, gives the anſwer by another queſtion : Who is their Father ? thatis, 
of che Prophetsz no man but God inſpires men ro prophelie ; whereupon they make a 
proverb, /-Saulalſs amongſt the Prophets?

Samuel hayingannointed Sax/ as from God, is to make it known to 
the people, andthereforecalls chem to AHizpeb, and bids them prefent themſelves 
by their Tribes before the Lord to caſt lots, and Bexjaminis taken, thencame all 
the Families ofthat Tribe, and the Famil y of Marrs was taken, and $2! che ſonne of 
K+/> is defigned by thelor, and when they look for him he is not to be found, bur rhe 
Lord revcales bimin bis lurking hole, and being ferched from under the ftufferhat 
kid him, hee was caller than avy manof 1/7 ae! by che head; and Same! fayes, (ee the 
man of Gods choice, more to pleaſe you than himſelte, and finding none}ike hin 
amovgft themſelyes,they ſhout for Joy, ſaying, God ſave the King, Saul as well as

etow ro nandlecheir ſwords. T his cauſed great weeping, and Saw/ heard ir, as be. 
ing yet with vie herd ; the Spiricof God cores upon bim and his heart is inflamed 
which makes him take a yokeof Oxen, hewes them in twelvepieces , and by meſſea- 
ers makes knowngthat if he and Samxe/ be not followed, he willdoe ſorothem that 
obey not, and feare brings him an Army of three hnnared and thirty thouſand to bee 
with the men of [abe/h Grlead Sy chattime the Sunne de hotto help them; but ſuch is 
the mans dexterity and diligence, that he is withthem early inthe morning, and b 
the hear of the day obrained the vitory,leaving not two men together : Thechildren 
of Z-lial arenow called to an account, aud the people paſle raſh judgement, char 
they muſt die; but * a»/ (as yer 3 good King)will not havea may co dic, ſeeing the 
dayis the Lords. Sammel will now againe have the Kingdom renewed at Gulgaly 
andthere againe the people make San/ King before the Lord. : 

The people have a great firoke te make their King, and boih David and San/are 
to have their conſent, and by mutuall ceyenant and aftipulation they are mutually 
ryed one toanother, and a juft | aw paſſeth berween them. We havelicard of Sa/s 
errour in his Office ; now lee it inthe executionthereof : Hee would not Ray longer 
then Samwelappeinted, and ruſheth rafhly into the Office of a Prieſt, and publikely 
makes the ſupplication for proſperity in a new warre with the Philiftines , who had 
broughtthe {{raclires ſo low as they held incheir power the laces of their religion , 
and lefethem not ſo much as a Smichco make them iwerd or ſpeares , or ſo much as 
Infcuments for their Husbandry , but would fer all cheic uſes hayethem beholding 
to ſuchneighbours. Jonathan baving ſword and ſpeare makes a bold attempt upon 
the Phils{1xes , and prevailes fo farrein their Ariny that the whole Hofterembleth , 
indthefeare ſpreadech into the fields, the rownes, garriſons , 2nd the very ſpoylers 
tremble, andthe yery earth quaked with the commotion; the watchman looks out 
to behold the tumulc , and ſees the people melt away, beating down one another. 
<axl now cals for the Prieſt to give bim counſell, and yer will nor ſtayto keare it, bur 
followes the Philif4nes1n their feare , and ſuch an appearance of men looſed from 
their bondage breaks forth in every place, that the battell paſlech over unto Beeb« 
aven ; and if Sar! had not weakned the people for want of food they bad made ſuch 
anend ofthe Phi/iFZines, that they ſhould haye need to feare them no more, Godin. 
the wood provided honey forthem, but Sax! had feared the people to take it, onely 
lonathan ignorant ofthe curſetafted, and revived his ſpirits : bur che people fainted, 
and /onathan was exceedingly dilpleaſed with his Pather, for thathe had troubled the 
Land and hindered the victory : and the people when chey came to the prey flew 
upon it like hungry dogges , and they that were ſo ftrictto oblerye Sau/s command 
tocatnothing, are now carleſic of Gods command , to eat the fleſh with the blood. 
Sant is not anſwered by God, andthe reaſon is, bis raſh curſetranſgrefled by his Son 
lenathan, to humble him in ſogreat a victory , and to ſhew bis Farhers folly , and 
unadviſed ſwearing thteetimes :Firſt, when he made the Vow : Secondly, when God 
would not anſwer him : Thirdly, when /enathan was taken : But Sax/ oftends moft

Jchy was allo annointed with a Vial, 
and ſuch Oyle as ca ne firſt cohand, and his Kingdomec#ntinued not. . $o/2monthay 
ſucceeded David was annointed wich an horre, and itis thought thar both he and his 
Father wereconſecrated to their Office with holy Oyle, and for thething ſignified, 
it is certaine they hadfarrethe better gifts : Secondly , fortheir Coronation bythe 
Prople,Samue! takes carethat both of them have their conſent, We read of /ehw,that 
he was annointed an1 preſently blew the Trumpet, and his Capraines cry, Jebs # 
King, and by the ſwerd and cruelty hee comes to the Kindom ; conqueſts and con- 
tracts are therwo wayes of principality and power , and the Lordallowes theone 
and not the 0:her ; andtherefore the foure Monarchies, Dar. 7.2.arecompared to

Secondly , in the end, when Kings ſecke them» 
ſelves, and whacthey gaineby compulſion waſte it upon their own luſts, or laviſhly 
| give ittheir ſeryants or favourices, Thirdly, to uſe theirſubics as ſervants, putting 
them to baſe and ſervile Offices, and notufing them like free. men, If they had looked 
a little further and conſidered theſecond place, wee ſhould have had jus Regw the 
Kingdomes right,audthatin a book as Law; as forthe firſt woxds they ſer nor down 
the Office ofa King what hc ought to be , but what they ſhould finde him to bee in 
Goac iult diſpleaſure, AL/phar in the firſt place is taken for power without gt 
In the ſecond for judgement, intheexecution of Law ;z and that is the right ofche 
Kingdome to beruled by law; and here is that which I have aymed at, that thelaws 
fullcightof Kings is no other chan the right of the Kingdome, andthatthey inal 
things are bgund ro the Law, eyenin the Xingdomes A71/1ti4.

But God, Dext.17.8.to 14, and the 14 cothe end, ſheweth us the moderation of 
Monarchy by a ſupreme Councell joyned with it; for as one perſon is ſupreme, ſo is 
one Councell, and he in that Councell is but a part, and thac part is lefle than the 
whole, and upon that dependeth the whole judgement to make and interpret lawes, 
repealeor revive them: and for the Militia, the Iewes have this diftinQion, of a 
Militia commanded by God, andpermitted by the great Councell. The {even Na- 
t50ns, and war againlt Amaleck, and the excraorginary help of the Tudges, all theſe 
warres God immediatly commanded, Dex, 2.24.and 7.1.and 25.17.19. {ndg.3.12, 
23. warres permitted were with other Nations not mentioned, [udp 3.1. 2,3: When 
Kings have God to warne them when and whereto fight, their Commiſſion reeds 
not come from men; but in publike warre where Gods word preſcribes it nor, it is 
fic it ſhould be by common and publike Councell and conſent, c, /: 4. de legibms prin» 
cipum, Adco de authoritatc jurg noſtra pendet autboritas, & revera majus [mperio 
eft, ſubn.ittere leg1b14 principat am, our authority is ſo dependent on the authority of 
law, that in very decd to ſubmit principality to lawes is greater than Empire it ſelfe, 
Rex leget in libro omnibus dicbus, nec defirftet ab eo, Dent, 17. the book of the law 
biades the King to read it, and to ftand to the judgement of ic ; andifthe hardeſt 
matters cometothe Councell, ſhall the King make hioſelfe the ſole Tudge of the 
whole Law ? The jus Regni, and jus Rrgis are twothings, and Samuel muſt fode. 
ſcribethem by che law, and his book could not contradict that which we have writ» 
ten, 2nd if we goeto the written word, we ſhall not finde Samnels words of the 
Kings power agiceable with any precept, but a commination for the contempe, and 
reietion of God and himlelfe from their government, 2nd ſuck an one they ſhould 
findeas would cauſethem to cry out, and complaine with bitcerneſſe, and be never 
the better, x Sa. $, 18, Sau/gayerthem ſuch cauſe,and commanders corrected.t 
well for their defire of conformity with other Nations, Devid dealt not ſo with 
them after the death of Sas : he armed himſelfe and many men, and received many 
men tnat came armed to him, It were ſtrange in matters of defenceto couur all 
armed men traicours that will not lay down their armes when their King commands 
them, If iuch power had beentin Sex/, he would ſoone have commanded David 1o 
todoe;andif David had known it ro be his duty, he would ſoener have done-it 
than Saw! ſhould have charged him ſo to doe. Nehemiah armes his men againſt the 
Kings army, and yet. he was his ſeryant, Neh. 4-1. Moſes brings all //rac{ our of 
ef gypt harneſſed, Exod.13. 18, where. law forbids men to arme themlclyes as 
vaflals and ſervants to rid themſelves of hard mafters, therethe Apoſtles allo forbid 
it, 1 Cor.

tc(ſcth the land co be his 1$47.3.12, Whoſe 15 the land ? tie gre:t dilpute of our 
dayes, and who denics it to be che Kings right ? yet as A-rer to David, make 4 
learre with me, or 1 will keep my land to my ſelfe, and fo will all 7/rae/: ſo it free 
men may nortbe ſuffered to hold what they have by law in peace, by law they may 
defend itin warre, and fo mult the King all that he hath, ASzer addes further, that 
upon jaſt cenditions all //-ae/ will come in wich him, David might have made this 
 a1ſwer, the land is mine by divineright, and I will have it,or my armes and armed 
men ſhall fajile me, D.avs7 as yet had not his coronation witch his deſignation, aud 
thereforethat he might be crowned, God bids him goefroin Zikiag to Hebron, and 
thereto ſtay for the Tribes to come in, which was in doing /ev:1 yeeres and anhbalfe, 
aid upon aleague granted 2 $am.3.13. he brings inall //-ae/ 1 Same$.1. and the 
league is madebefore the Lord that annointed him ; and then Dav:d leaves Hebron 
and marcheth to /er»/alemand fights againſt i: ; for ſuch hid no portion in David, 
nor he inthem : and I hope his Maleſty will grant as much to a Divine, as Da:14d to 
a woman, to poure forth himſelfe before hin. I wi'l give as muc!: ſtrength to his 
foure arguments for the Militia, as any Logician about him, and chat without all 
ſophiftry, His firſt arguinent js 5nheritance, or inherence; the Militia is his by iuſt 
inheritance, andis ſoinherent in his perſon, that to take ir away is tod-prive him of 
his inheritance: ſecondly from his {+ronadon, it is ſo inſeparable from his Crown, 
_ thattheytake it away and make him no King, that grant not that individually an- 
nexedunto it - thirdly, theiuſt warrant of all Preſ64e»ts before and fince Henry the 
thirdchat granted the great Charter of Eng/ard, ani ſhillhe loſerthar chat all Kings 
have had? fourthly, the Commiſſion of Array, granted An.5, H,q, proves it his 
due by law, 'To theſe I ſhall humbly requeſt a reaſonable and religious anſwer to 
he made, as followerh : 1 confeſſe the Goſpell hath taught me and all men co be as 
religiousto his Maieſly as ever Abner was to David, England hath no other owner 
but our Soveraigne King, and he is ſole heire unce it; but noorherwifc than every 
man is tohis ©wneland and goods, and as his Maiclty complaies others take from 
him, the like complaint is that henow takes from others; for my armes are asduly 
 mige, as all £»g/and is his : both muſt hold all that we have by law, and no law our 
of Parliament paſt or preſent; and therefore both muſt tothar Councell for the righe 
we hayeby inheritance, and I know nothing done againſt King or ſubieR co deprive 
us of ſuch right, Tbe Cavaliers ( an honourable and ancient name) is as much as 
Horſemen, and the King of //7ac/ to honaur Gods Prophet, cries after him, the cha- 
riots and horſemen of 1/-ac/, would God they were ſuch to our bodies and goods, 
ns he wasto mens ſoules and their heaven. But ſuppoſe they ſurpriſe all that we have, 
hall not theParliament uſe all thepower they haveto a us out of their hands, 
«nd weour felycsto help them? The like they dee for your Maiefty, and hold no- 
thing trom you, but frem them that aretakers from both, In your firfl argument is 
no force ar all forther then the law makes you an heire, and ſo I ſhall fotloiy all 
the arguments tothe laft, for they are but words, if the worth and value be not in 


thelaſt, The Jay keeps your Crowne upon your head, and Prefdemts preyaile n 
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bectuſe they have beetiein practice, What was before 1:a5xa charta was rather held 
by the ſwordthanlaw, and by ſuchan argument you will reduce us to reaſonsthac 
will cuteyety gordian knot by A/cxarders fword. It will be no more league and 
law, but as in the Epbeſine Letrecing, clubs, chaines, priſons, &c, will bring us to 
our ſubſcription. andno contracts will be kept,no counſelheard,no conſent granted, 
burconquett, compulſion, force, and violence muſt doeall. The maine battell I am 
cobreak into, and wherethelife guard lies is that your Maicſty hath the Militia by 
law, I willlay downein arule ſuch tearms as I finde for our purpoſe: ſtatutes made, 
RFacutes repealed, revived ag210c, and repealed acaine : and my rule isthis, that the 
Commiſſion of Array intended was never any ftatute; or if it were, itis repealed; 
or it revived again, it is repealed againe, and atthis preſcnt hath no being, nor ever 
had, nor can have without common conſentin Parliament, I have ſaid of David 
and Saul,that they had their annointing from God, and by that the Kingdome was 
theirs; and D.avs4 made that the only argument why he would not kill Sal, when 
his men iudyed that God had put him into his hands to be killed, 1 Sar. 24.6, hee 
repeats the words twice inthat yerſe: firſt to make him his matter, andthat from 
the Lord : ſecondly to be the cauſe of his ſafety and honour, 1n the Text, t S4mm.26s 
g. he addes a thitd reaſon from fin, I cannot be guilclefſe if I touch the Lords an- 
nointed totakeaway hislife : and as this reacheththe ſubieR to reſolve him of his- 
duty, ſo+it mult remember the King to be geod and not to rule asa Tyrant, 25 San/ 
did, to be more feared thin loved of his ſubiects, co be greater oyerthem than in 
them : For why ſhould they thus ſeek the Militia, or the Array to defend themfelves, 
and their ſubiects, butco be Lords oyer them, and uſethe ſword againſi them as enc- 
mie«, when they ebey not their wills ? If it be as well for the one as the ether, why 
then feare they ſo much common conſent, which Godin their coronationrequireth ? 
1hat wholly belongs to the people, and God requires it, and they reigne the bet 
that mott defire it Jt was ourſecond difference berween Sax/and David, and we 
ſeethe one 15 imperious before the Kingdome be fully in his hand, x San. 18.7. he is 
ar killing and laying beforethe Crowne be upon his head 2: Sawxel hadbur ſhewed 


+ himro the people, and being a goodly man, they applaud _—_— afcer this applauſe 


he goes not tothe Throne of a King, but the field of a Herdſman, 1 Sems.11. 5. the 
people wept for ill newes, and no ſooner are the tidings told him, but he falls ro his 
Militia with a powder, and chargeth fiercely upenthem; yer with ſome mitigation, 
that he will cake away their goods, if they will not goe with him to barte]l. This 
wast00 much, and gavethem a timely touch of the js Regis, the power of a Xing, 
before tothar js Regns was added - and Same! ſaw it needfull to ufe ſpeed to di- 
ſparch that; and no tooner is the batrell ended, but they are all broughtto Gz{gat, 
and before the Ark of the Covenant with God, make their coycnantone with anc= 
ther, which is ſaid co renew the Kingdome, ver. 14. and make Saul! K o—_ 15. 
Saul was a Tyrant beforehe was King,to feare the people with a peaalcy, c he 
had the full power to exccute it, Ir is {aid that it was Gods fearc, and ſo'ie was 2s it 
came from his annointing, and cauſed the people to come with one conſent, but was 
not fo legall as after they had conſentedin G/gal, and what Sax! ſhewed in part is 
preſently put in execution; for he is ſaid to reign bur ewo yeeresa8 2 King, and al{ rhe 


reſt as a Tyrant, 2 Sam, 13.1, Semucd makes his oration to the people when by ws 
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wholly deliveredthe X ingdom out of hisown hands,1Sm.1 2,and Saul no ſooner 
hath it alone, bur his good reign isatan end: whules Samnel joyned with him he 
ruled well,bac when he cam? to his own power he behaved himſelt wickedly, which 
i5thethird difference between Dazrd and him, David is leven yeers ani an half jn 
crowaing, and hee was many moe in his annointing before he was crowned, ang 
therefore ruled far above Saul,to the great contentment of allhis people. The fourth 
difference is in their watres : Sa«/ turned his wars from the Kingdoms enemies to 
wrong the beſt of his ſub.ects: bur D avid warred all his dayes for Sazl, his lubieRs, 
antfwhen they were his own divided between their ewo houtes: David never warreg 
upon //rael, and when //rac/ warred upon him and [udah, he only defended himſelf, 
and contentedly lived with bis own Tribe,c:i1 all che Tribes came in, and freely con. 
ſented unto him, When San was King, 1/74:/ came firſt to be numbred, and then 
Tudah, 1Sam,11.8. 

There was ad:ftinRtion of order and uſe, before the ſeparation of defianceand di. 
traction ofthe Tribes, as here in comming to Sau! , I/r7e/1s fir reckonedapart, 
andthen Iudah, 1udah inall commondangers wasto gofi:tt,and was themoſt popys 
lous Tribe by many thouſands,and yer did not envie Saw/to be their King, or Bexja- 
21m the leaſt of the Tribes to bepreferred before them. After the death of I:/ua all 
I/rac/ as kethe Lord who ſhall !eadethem, 1:47. 1.1. and Indab is ſingled our for the 
generall, but here Sa! being a Benjamie,ludab is pur latt as being the remotelt and 
ſent the feweſt, becauſe the Philsſtines bordered upon them , aud therefore left the 
more men at hometopreventforraine invaſion. When David is King his own Tribe 
comes in firſt, and I/rac/ many yearcs after , and toforcethem as Sau/did by Menf. 
ſengers to all Coaſts to come in upon penalty, David did it not, but waited with pa« 
ticnce for theirfree accefie unto him. The fifth difference is in the'r wants: Savls wants 
were wilfull and voluntary ; he caſt himſelfe our of GodrproteRion,SamwelsdireRi. 
on, Abiathers Oracle by /rim, which David had, 1 Sam,y2, 24.and he wanted, 
x 54»4.28.6, and laſtly, his beſt ſouldiers forlooke him, Davids wants were violent, 
as being drivenfrom the Court up and down the Countrey, andtorced to forſake th: 
the Kingdom, His Maielty complains of his wants, as being driven from the Parlia= 
ment, deprivedof his Towns, Sliips, goods, glg@r x; rixa@, Rom 13.6. therributcof 
his land,cuſtome of the Sea, &c, whatlaever is unported,exported, tranſported, &c, 
Allis cakenfrom him, Himc Lachryme is our mufick and the ſad tune of our King- 
dom,nottaken up by the maligaant party,for they are robe merry, Rev.11,10, And 
Ict his Maicſtic be aſſured thetime is come for theſe reaſons; Firt.the teſtimony of 
the witnefle, 2ex/;3, they have been long intheir ſackcloth and ſad for the Roman A, 
poltaſy:They haye ben the fruittull Ohve trees to preſerve the lights ofthe Church: 
They have been as E/:4hand Eliſha to hold the Churches knees from bowing to 
Baal:They like Moſes and Aaron have brought God's people out of ſpiritually/Egypr, 
and like J-2x4and Zerubbabel have builded up Gods (pirituall Temple:Like our $1» 
viour theyhavetaught the heavenly doRriue, died forir, ti 1broughtce their graves, 
mu:trile trom them, and aſcend, and Rowe be ruined of that tenth parethac now 
1emaine? to thePopesz, whichthey have buile within wals ; for all know that Rome 
whea the Apoſtle writ, extended coſevex Hils, and is now contracted to 2 tenth part 
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arenow in the warrethat endsit. The Beaſt makestwo wars; firſt tochcreaſe his 
Kingdom, Rev. 13. 7. whereby he overcomesthe truth, and ſpreads his error into all 
Nat:ons : ſecondly his fatall and finall warre, when the Teſter but nor their teſt imo- 

ny (iffer, Rev 11.9, death makes the truth morecvident, and gives jt perfeCtion, 
Theopen doore, Rev. 248. (hall thelying Jewes ſhut no more, ver g. and Papiſts 
that alone will be Gods people, ſhall fall ac the feet of thetrue Church, and know 
that ſheis loved of Chriſt, when Antichriſt ſhall be aſhamed, Thirdly now or never 
isthartrue, Nev. 1T. g. and they of the people, and hindreds, and tongues, ard nations, 
ſhallſce ther dead bodies three dayes and an halfe, and ſhall not ſuffer them to be buried. 
Ged forbid all the world in this lightof knowledge ſhould rejoyce to fport withthe 
witneſſes above earth. T hey only doit that hate them, and are tormented by them, 
end infinitely defite to buiy the truth in an everialting darknefle, which they ſhall 
never beable ro doe, when they have done all they can, which is now their preſent 
!ot : but God isagainlt it,as a moſt horribledeſign of theſe our dayes, and why will 
not God doe it to puniſh us that have deſerved noleſle for our contentions amongſt 
our ſelves? but God will abatethem with farre greater quarrells now taken up be= 
twcen people and people, Kindreds and kindreds, tongues and rongues, nations and 
nations. He will ſooner ſuffer all the world to be confounded, thanthat his truth 
periſh. Was there ever the like confuſion in- the Chriſtian world, as to ſet Papilt 
againſt Papiſt, Proteſtant againſt ProteRant, and make ſuch a confuſion of their 
wars, as we know noeadof them : Papiſts doe better than we, for they know ifthey 
can ſet us together by the eares ic will betheir advantage , and if God fhouldnot do 
ſo much for them, they would bury us inftantly. Bur thetruth is, they ſhall nor, 
when God brings the Proteſtants cloſer together, and that they ſee Papiſts turne 
Proteſtants for no other end but to deſtroy them with their owne armes. Invaſion 
made the Iſraelites give over the buriallofa dead man, 2 Krmg. 14.21. andthat body 
rieth again- ſo ſhall it be with the witneſſes, when the Proteſtants leave off this 
concurring with the Papiſts to ruine therruth, and ſeriouſly look to the Afoabites 
that have invaded our land, and I hope by that time his Majeſty hath feriouſly 
thought en cheſethings, he will know his friends from his foes, a David from Sawls 
curſed Counſellers, a wiſe Abigar/from a —_—_— hisgreat Councellfrom 
Councels abroad of his fugitive ſubj-Rs, and cabinet Councels at home deceiving of 
deceived. I cannot take ſo many Proteftations to be as ſome feare profanations of

many Nobles about him), Iam confident, are right noble in vertue and godlineſle, 
and will die before they turne Papiſts, but I will never think ſoofthem that are lates 
ly of Papitts made Proteſtants; certainly there is a pad inthe (iraw, or adiſpenfation 
inthe boſome, as eArins his paper was to him, when he ſubſcribed the orthodox 
faich, The Papiſts havethe argument now as they would have it, and haye turned 
rebellion from their own necks to gaine the heads of others : but we ſhall make 
good by ſix Arguments, that they have put the King upon a deſperate way for his 
Commiſſion of Array, as cruell as I ſhall prove it to be moſt illegall. 
eArg. 1, The( ommiſſion of Array is jus Regis the power of the King, and 
ot jus Regni, the law of the Kingdome. | ho. 
M2 Commiſſionsof Array have ifſued out by the ſole authority ofthe King, 
and that which, his Majeſty faies in histhird argument is molt true, he hath 


many Prefidents beforethe grant ofthe great Charter by Henry the third, ſich _ 
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Kings havetaken unto them, like Saul, by their miniflers, to compel! men to come 
in by penalties, that have no other lawes bur their ewne wills. His Majeſty profeſ- 
{th his reſolution to be this, That he will govern his ſubjeRs according to his known 
!awes only, and for lawes heurgeth the Preſidents of Kings, which have followed 
no known lawes, bur the arbitrary and uncertain formes they have fram-d for others 
to follow; and thus to argue is to leave the law for liberty, and the ſubjeR to x 
blinde obedience, to be bound with bicand bridle like horſe or mule never to under. 
Rand morethan his riders reaton. Come we tothisCommiſhon pretended for law, 
but proved in eightthingsto be againſt it, or without it, Many lawes were before 
ic,and after ic, that ſhew it could never bea law, I ſuppoſe it commeth between two 
Parliaments, and :o be made in neither, but to oppoſe the one, and be correRed by 
the other ; 2s for example, An,4. H. 4.che Commons requeſt that all Commiſſions 
contrary to former ſtatutes, with alltheir dependings and circumſtances, be revoked, 
cancelled, quaſhed, and 4ilannulled for ever, asthings made againſt law, and that 
they may not beraken for an exampleintimetocome. e».6. H. 4. 2 Commiſſion 
diftcrent in words and matterto the correQed copy of the Commifſhon, Av.5. H,y, 
here be three yeares to try it by, and they willinthis generall argument afford vs 
eight particular realonsto conclude againſt ir ; firſt the clauſes expunged, confeffing 
itro be againſt law, to puniſh the Commiſſioners without law ; forirfacere, and fab 
forisfattaris, to forfeir,ana be under forfeirures at the will of the King is illegall,and 
ſolegally the Commons in Parliament correted it in the copy that could come from 
no other Parliament but the pleaſure of che King, which likes not to beticd to lawes, 
Secondly in the conclution, the Commons petition that ſuch hberty be notuſed tor 
time to come, bur in the ifluingout 6f Commiſſions of Array, the Commiſſioners 
might not come in danger of fines and forfcitures unlimited, Thirdly that it ſhould 
be a law becauſe it is thus lefe, is without reaſon , as rather being a canceld Commit: 
fion, than any wayes commanded, That it had the full conſent of a law by thePre- 
lates, Earls,Barons, and Commons, is ſaid in the Kings letter,not proved. Fourth!y 
it laies down no proportion of Arms, but in generall words, juxta ſtatum & faculta- 
zes, according toeltateand abilities of men in their lands or goods; but for the pro- 
portion and afleſinentto be at the adviſement and diſcretion of any three or more 
Commiſſioners, which Parliaments have not left ſo looſely, as may appeare, An,1J« 
E.1.The very alsize is ſer down, howevery man ſhall be afſefled in his lands and 
goods, which is left tothree Commiſsioners, 2 greater wrong from the Commiſſio- 
ners, than they could receive from the King ; and therefore the Commons ſhould 
have been excceding careleſle to corre a copy ſo much to their own injury, 2nd have 
lefr the ſubjeRs in as ill caſe as all Commiſhons are wherein the King will impoſe 
what charges he pleaſerh upon rhem;and ſuch is the in juſtice of this fo much oppoſed 
by the Parliament for our good; and ſhallany Commiſſioners underrake to opprelle 
them whowereſo carefully provided for by their care they might not beopprelled by 
the King, Fourthly to view armes,and by whom the men and times are appointed by- 
Parliament, astwice inthe year, and by ewo Conſtables choſen in each hundred and 
Franchiſes, But this leaves time, place, and perſons to the willof che Commiſſioners 
fo vex the Inhabitants asthey pleaſe, The-ConRables wete to be choſen in the hun- 
dreds, but the King and his Commiſſioners may put in out of the hundreds whom 
they pleaſe, and callcthem whitherthey pleaſe to ſthew their armes; Fifthly armed 
men areto be preiled and forced.to ſeryein theirown armes, and the liberry of = 
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lawtaken from them, and they uſed as {laves and fervants, which ifthe Parliament 
appoint not that men ſhall ſerve intheir own armes,it is a wrong unto them to make 
them conſent unto that which they never conſented unto. Sixthly to have power to 
traine them at pleaſure, Sevenrhly rocarry them our of their Counties againſt ſuch 
enemies asthey ſhall make,or the King may take to be his, though they be good ſub- 
jects, and ready to fi ghrin the actuall invaſion of forraign enemies. Eightly to pu- 
niſh chem by impriſonment at pleaſure, when the law is,that the Cefaulcs ſhall have 
their remedy in Parliament, asthey ſhall by the Juſtices be preſented untothem. 
eArg, 2. Jus Regni, the law of the Kingdome to rule the King power, and 
to moderate the exceſſe of his Monarchy, 
Hat many unjuſt Commiſſions have iflued from the King, is moſt evident by 
manifold complaints inall Parliaments, and juſt lawes madeto regulate and 
reftrainethe exorbitancy of that Jas Regis Samuel ſpake of. An. 3.E.1, the Sta- 
tute of Whincheſter declares the certaine proportion of Armes every man was to have, 
according to hiseſtate in lands and goods ; and the times when, the place where, and 
the perſons who ſhould view the Armes in every Hundred, who ſhould finde them, 
how and in what manner they ſhould bee puniſhed for their defaults, ev. 3.E. 3. 
(4p. 25. Noman isto be charged to arme himſelfe otherwiſe than was wont in the 
time of his Grandfather Edward the firſt, or his Progenitors, Kings of Englard. 
Secondly, hee ſhall not depart his County or Shire by any compulſion or Commitl- 
fon cauſcleſſe, but firſt whereyuſt neceſſity requireth it; and the neceſſity is pun&u- 
ally ſer down, the ſudden and aQuall invaſion of firange enemies : ſecondly, it muſt 
be cone by no other command then formerly was practiſed. Thirdly, An.25.E.g. 
cap. $« Such command mult come from common conſent in Parliament ; and ifany 
be compelled other wiſe, it is declared to be contrary tolaw. Fourthly, the Parlia» 
ment provides, that heethat ſerves out of his County, the very day hee departs out 
of jt to ſerve in other Countreys ſhall bear the Kings wages, Ar.18.E. 3, Theſame 
i5 followed by his Grandcbild Hemry the fourth, Ar. q. H,4 cap.1z. who con> 
firmes all former Statutes, and explainegthem yct further, that common conſent in 
Parliament ſhall be kept in all points ſafe, without being broke in any manner ; and 
heegrants tothe Commons, that none ſhall be diftrained to goc into Wales, but ſuch 
a5 have land and poſleſhons in the ſame, or by Eſcuageor ſome ſpeciall ſervice hold 
upon the King; and that all Commiſhons, Writs, Inditments, Accuſations, Obli- 
ſprions, Tyes, Impriſonments, &Cc- be made void that are contraty tothe Statutes 
ormerly declared ; and if any by colour of fuch Commiſſions &c. be impriſoned, 
let himpreſently bedelivered. All this was done but a yeare before the Commiſſion 
(now ſuppoſed to be an AQ of Parliament) cametoa Pacliamentary triall z and ma» 
ny doubtleſſe that ſerved the yeare before, were elected againe to be of this Parlia- 
ment, eA», 5, H,z. and being fo well verſed in what they had done, could not un- 
doe themſcives and all che Kingdome inthis,to grantiuch a liberty,as to unleoſe all 
the tyes, bonds, limitations, lawes,and command they had laid upon ſuch large Come 
miſhons asthis pretended one is; and it would ſeeme that the firineſle of thisonely 
in one point to ifſue out Commiſſions of Array in noother words then the Copy had 
that the Commons had corrected, and then the next yeare, Ax. 6,H, 4. rodoe the 
contrary and continue in it inthe reignes of H. <, H, 6. 8c. to the fourth and fifth 
yeareof Phil.and CAL. whence we obſerve our third Argument, from Repeales 8c. 
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Commiſſion, complained of no more in it than the wrong of the Commiſſioners 3 
Two Reaſons aregiven : That all but the Commiſſioners were ſecured by other Sta. 
tutes of their charge and penalty. Secondly, that this Commiſſion was awarded at 
or about the vety time of two aQuall Invations ; the one by the French in the lle of 
Wight, who burnt Plmmmouth;; the ſecond by the Scots who entred the North parts 
of the Kinedome. But whatſoever the reaſon was they complained not of the Com. 
miſſion, further then the correction, it will never prove that becauſe they corrected 
therefore it muſt by common conſent be made 2 Law : and if it would, our third 
Argument will deſtroy it, | 

eArp. 3. Fromthe power of Repeales that have paſſed in Parliaments, and 

the-reviving of Lawes that have been repealed, 

© Hereis a power in Parliament to repeale the Statutes that have deene madeby 

it, and co revive them againe in whole or in part, asit ſhall be judged conye« 
nient and expedient for the times: and if they finde no uſe of old Eawes, they have 
liberty to make new ; and therefore no wonder to heare of an Ordinance of Parlia- 
ment, as well as of Statutes, As, Lawes, &c. for they are not tied to words, prefi- 
dents, examples, names of things, orthe like. His Majelty is much moved with 
this name of an Ordinance, and that it ſhould be made, not onely without, but a- 
Bainlt his conſent; and ſayes further, that it is not onely without any warrantable 
preiident of former ages, as hee belceveth, but is well aflured yoid in Law, A great 
power in a King, by his vote to fruſtrate all votes in Parliament, and his own words 
too ; for hee highly admires the ancient, equall, happy, and well poyſed power of 
Parliament, and thinks the conſtitution of ſuch a Government can never enough be 


commended, which hath made this Kingdome ſo many yeares both famous and ho- 
nourable, and that to fo great a degree of envie, that others wiſh our welfare: and 
his Majeltie puts an accent or ſpeciall note upon this, That that power which is le- 
galiy placed im both Houſes of Parliament , is more then ſuſſicient to prevent and re- 
ftraine the power of Tyranny, The words are to mee reifon enough to reſolve many 
knots, that pens and papers have caſt abroad, which bind —_ to forſake their 


owne judgement, and reſt ſatisfied inthe opinions of others : As firſt, thatthe King 
hath a negativei 0 2.tomake void in Law what hee will not conſent unto; fo that 
Lawes may neither be made, repealed, or revived, if hee difſent from both Houſes ; 
and fothe 7xs Reg, 1 Sam, 10.25. ſhall wholly depend upon that other, 7 Re- 
£#,134.8.11, and Ratio Regis ſhall be Ratio Legs; for fo I would tranſlate 
H1:jhphat, judiciums, the judgement of a man, the judgement of a Kingdome, and.- 
io wee areto be ruled as his Majeſty pleaſeth. Look vpon the ewotexts andcon- 
Ader them well; The firſt contains Sammels words,the ſecor d his writing. His words 
are in anſwer to the people. his writing is in a book laid up before God. Samyels 
anſwer to the people is in juſt anger, his book a mutualt Law cf love berweene 
them and their King His anger is for a*king a King, and that they would be as 0- 
ther Nations, not nndcr Ged and his Proptiet, buta King muſt judge them, and God' 
and Sem;wel being rejected, they ſhall bu heard and remembred as they deſerve: and! 
therefore God bids his Prophet ſhew them TMſhphar Hamelek, what a King they 
ſhould have. Sar. 8. 9. and he muſt doe itwith proteſtation ſolemne!yuntoth:m' 
tow little God liked of what they asked', and that hee would remember it when 
they {hould cry unto him, and give them no hearing. This is: no Aforarchy, bur the 
Cegenor ation of it into 7 amy; and isthe Jws Regni-no better? if-yee SS Samnely 
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book wee ſhould ſhew mutuall and reciprecall duties, as now in our Kingdome we 
can ſhew no:hing buz reciprocal! jealoufies, ſoinraging the King on one (ide,and the 
Kingdome on the other, that the King lands for his Iu Regs, hee will have the 
rightofa King or hee will Ioofe bis Kingdome ; and the Kingdome will have the 
right of Law, or they will looſe their lives. Where are now our Divines, Univerſi- 
tics, Innes of Court? Narethey not ſpeak ? Shall the meaneſt of Gods ſervants in 
ſogreat filence ſay nothing ? feare in ſome, falſehood in others, flattery in CourtPa«» 
raſitcs have rather buricd then bolted out thetruth , and boldly the blindeft main- 
tainethis, that the King hath a negative voice, and ſuch a confuſion is made, as in 
an high-way when duſt is rajſed men are blinded, and can neither ſee others, nor 
dare themſelves open their eyes for feaze of danger, and ſuch ſmart apprehends them 
that they arethe worſe for it many dayes: ſothe duſt, ſmoak, and clouds of doubts 
and ſcruples rajſed, mol:ſteth mens minds, that they cannot refolye which way to 
incline or decline, 

I think I ſhall ay ſomething from the book of the Law commended to the King, 
Dext.17.18. and his Counccll, ver. 8. ſet before him. This Councell, as our Par- 
liamen?, is the ſupreme, and admits no appealefrom the ſentence of it. All inferiour 
Courrs might come for judgement to this, and their way was this : The loweſt 
Court confilted of three Judges; and if judgement were not here tobe had, chey 
might co the greater number of Judges, and they conſilted of twenty three ; and if 
theſecould not determine thedoubt, the laſt reſolution reſted in ſeaventy one : Now 
my obſeryation is this, Why may not twojudge? The Law is, Q4»d» duo judicant 
erm non e5F judicinm, When two judge there is no judgement ; becauſ*, one being 
contrary to the other their yotes are equall, and of cquall votes wee can receive no 
ſentence of Truth or Judicature; therefore an odde voice muſt calt the ſentenceto 
the greater part, Our Saviour under two allowes no Judgement in the Church, 
114t.1$. 19, 20, two muſt agree upon earth in the keyes, beforethey bind: or looſe 
in he:yzn, One may hold the truth againſt two, but God hath determined the ſafeſt 
courle for outward Judgement todepend upon more then one, A generall C ouncell 
may erre, 1 Chron. 13.2. but David a Prophet _—_ it the ſurct} way not to goe 
alone, but to joyne all //-ael with him. Hee was the firſt chat found out the errour, 
1 Chroy, x5. 2. yet hee will have all ſ-ae/co joyne with him in the conſent before 
the Arke bebrought to /eraſalem. As in three ſoin twenty three is the next judges 
ment, and in leaventy one thelaſt ; and in this was the King, and had his vote, not 
a the King is perſwaded hee hath one in Parliament, but the affirmative or negative 
voiceofthe King was no morethen the vore of one man, and the greater vote carried, 
whether the King were init or no', Heeas all the reſt had his time of deliberation, , 
and when from counſcll they came to conſent, the more vores in the, conſent carried 
the ſentence, andthe King was bound togive the Law his confirmation; which is 
not of the efſenceof it, but hath the ſame reaſon in it that wee find in the Councells 
of the Church, which werecounted judiciall by the votes in the Councell, and pa» 
Cificall by the aſſent of other Churches that afcerwards gave cheir approbation ; and 
for the Emperour, hee gave his confirmation. The approbation of other Churches, 
and che. corroboration of the Emperours wete but accidentall to the Law, 
which had its eſſence and being from conſent: So in Parliament, what piilech by 
the conſent of the moſt, is a law, and hath in. ir the true ſubſtance of a Law, and the 
Kings diflentought.not tro deſtroy it; bur as Councels Rayed for the Emperours fub- 
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ſcription, and would not execute the Law without him, knowing how dangerous ie 
was, they endeavoured all good meanes to gaine his favour ; bur rather then the 
C hurch ſhould periſh, as in the dayes of Coytantius an eArian, and Iulian an Apoſta. 
ta, they Rayed notthe Lawes of the Church from execution, becauſe they were for. 
bidden : and fo in Parliament, thoſe O:dinances that are made by borh Houſes haye 
ſtrength, andto preſervethe Kingdome may be praQiſed when the King denics his 
conſent, and his words ſay no lefle. No King will vote himſelfe to bea Tyrant, or 
that his followers are exccutioners of tyranny, and ifthe two Houſes may vote nei- 
ther, how ſhall they prevent cyranny from being ? and if they have no power tore: 
firaineit, how ſhall they helpethe people whenir is? So ſtrong is the force of reaſon, 
that it cannot be denyed, but in Councells legally called, legally continued, that 
which his Majeſty faith muſt be ſound, that power 1» I-gaily placed in the moſt yotes 
to make a Law, call ic what you will, onely the Law hath not all perfeRions; for 
when the King gives the Law his corroboration, then icis perfet, permanent and 
perpetual, cill it be repealed by the ſame power that made it: and fo wee come to 
our Repeales. eAn.q.& 5. Ph.& MM. all former Statutes concerning the finding 
of Armes, and all penalties and forfeitures touching the ſame are repealcd; and a new 
Ac made to fettle the proportions of Men, Horſes, and Armes that every man wasto 
be afleſſed, according tohis eſtate and ability in goods or lands, and the penalties 
and forfeitures of ſi:ci as ſhould diſob:y, not leaving any thing to the diſcretion of 
men, but laying dowae the very dayes of impriſonment, and ſurzwme of money hee 
ſhould ſuffer that had not ſuch furniture in readinefſe as he was charged withall , as 
rex dayes to be inpriſon, or pay foxrty ſhillings. An. I. Tac cap. 25. a ſecond repeale 
1s made, and the former Statutemade void, and then is revived the Statute made Av, 
13.-E.1- Laſtly, Ar. lac.21.cap.28. that Statute is repealed againe,as that alſo Av.z3. 
H.$. cap.5+ and ſono Statute at all forthe i/itia, The reaſons I conceive to be 
three : our peace,the Kings policy, and the wnhappine ſe of Parliaments that have been 
ſincethattime.King /ames was a peaceable and politick King ; his ſtudy abroad was 
to keep out warre, and his care at home to bring al] Government to himſclfe, and 
make his Monarchy abſolute. The Arlitia, tohave no other Commiſſion bur the 
Kings grant, was a great meanes to lay any taxeupon the peopleto maintaine it, and 
under the colour of it have come out many great burthens, as by our fourth Argu- 
ment will be brought to light ; to the which I now addreiſe my ſelfe, and will be 
ſhort init, and thereſt. 

Fromthe Petition of right, which becauſe it oppoſeth the right of the 
King, we are now like neither of us both to have right. 
He jaus Regis, and jus Regni are ſooppoſite that they cannot Rand together,both, 
cannot rule. [ws Regis 1s ratio propria; Tus Regni, ratio communis. If the King 
will not be brought from the malignant party that perſwades him by the firſt, he 
will neyer heare them thatreaſon from the ſecond. Inthe Petition of right the Lords 
and Commons complaine of many wrongs, and ofthis of armes amongſt the reſt, 
laid and levied by a Commiſſion of Lievtenancy from the King and his privy Coun- 
cell, both without law ; for the law thereof was repealed: and againſt law as yet, 
having none made by common content : and further,that the ſubjes inherited frece

&c. without their owne conſ:nt legally yeelded in Parliament ; and therefore re» 
quelted remedy by law, and had it granted in one Parliament, and _—_— in

another. But nothing wil help us;for whar £39 fay to theſe words,that the r4ifong of moneyr, 
raxing of the Inhabitants againſt law cannot make vord ſuch powers as in themſelves are lawfull to 
I; gramed and put #n execution.

;ndchar both in his grant of Commiſſions and che execution of the ſame : ſothat whatſoever 
zconra [us Regni, ſhall not be contra Jus Regir,fo hard athing it isto keep Monarchy from 
Tyranny ; and I cannor think that his Majelty intends this Logick,bnr that ſome about him 
would reach him to make ule of ic to deſtroy himfelfe and his Kingdom.

All powervare of God, and what is of 
God, no man can make itunlawfull.- Secondly the powers that are of God are his Ordi- 
nances, and greater than any Ordinance of Parliament can fruſtrate. Thirdly hethat reſiſts 
thepower,refilts the Ordinance; and therefore to reſiſt Kings, as of Ged, is a finne. Fourth- 
ly his fin of refiftance ſhall receive damnation. If his Majeſty mcane his power in reſpect of 
God, it is ſo lawtull in it ſelfe,that nolaw of manican make it void ; Bur that this power 
ſhould grant Commilsions, or the execution of them againſt law, I ſay both the are void. 
The King is not to be reliſted in his perſon, and powers being ſo taken areof God , and or- 
dained by him - bur if hee ordaine any thing againſt Godor man, he is not to be obeyed, 
FVeziah will oxdaine himnſelfe to be a Pricft, 2 Chron. 26.13, and Azariah and fourſcore

10 to the end, where we haye 
the nagratzon of the whole mateer to be handled diſtin&ly in every Church, 
and that we 1 1ght know they were both an hiſtory of t':ings done, anda 
propheſie of things to come ; we reade, v. 19 Wrne the things which thou haft 
ſecne.and terhings wh ch are, and the things which ſhall be hereafeer. The things 
contained in the firſt Church repreſent the Primitive times and prevailing 
of tlic cruth with the periecui tn c&-the Emperours, and hercſies of tal! 
Aopoſtles, as t *ofe tines will teach us, but neititer perſecution nor herelic 
did hurt the Church, ſhe was hurt by the warme Sunne; as- Hier.

lived as a Martyr in tuffering tor his witncfle of thetruth, and' becauſe the. 
Church did here againe her nrit works, and ina moſt noble way detetided 
the truth and prevailed in all her Cuuncells, the Spirit witneflech ſhe was 
a pure Church.

whom they make'Gods Martyr or witneuse of the truth by their cppolition 
of it. and cruelty againſt it. T#yarrra takes notice of the admonition in 
Lergamos, R:v.2. 16. and many repent and caſt off Popery, caring no long- 
er tor ſuch doctrine, nor the depths of them, tor all Yopith comnmiendatt- 
ons, that vulgars were not to pric intothem. bur fit itil] 1n filence and be- 
lieve the Church. /ez«+e{ſ{educeth in this Church and tuffercth much by 
the S«racens and Holy Warres. and in her warme bed and wicked dominion 
ſhe and her bad companions are well corrected, and many ot her obedient 
children tor the: Warres killed. and yet having ſpace to repent ſhe repented 
not and the ſearcher of all hearts by his juſt judgements made ic knowne, 
that he regardeth not the hypocriſie and out-fide Worſhip of Idolatcrs and 
boatt of their brave Church , He had them thar 1pied out alto what 
they {aid of their Religion. and underftood it to be nothing clte but the 
depths that Saran taught them, and though at rhe fir{t they were weake in 
their converſion, and God moderated thcir burden in putting no more up*- 
on them then they could beare, yet wills them to hold what they had. and 
he in due time would bring them more knowlcdg: and more blctled times.

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oristhe authour of it, is tlie ſecond Beaft, or Romane Clergic; as may as- 
reare by huisrwo homes, Rev.13.11. The head and body of rhis Beaſtifully 
grven us 1N the words of a Pope, Greg. /. 4. E piſt. 38, Rex ſuperbie rope eff, & 
quod ajcs nefas eft, Sacerdotum fi OS exercitzs, A better Pl Sc. 10N of 
the rwo horned Beaft cannot be imagined, for in all the world you cannoc 
finde ſuch a CharaQter of a King and his company,thart by the power of two 
hornes hath done ſuch hurt to the ſoules of men, as the Pope and his Clergic 
hath done,and that by the power of the keycs,both inthe key of knowledge, 
and the King of diſcipizne. The Pope and his Paſtours have perſwaded the 
people they cannot cre, and rherefore they are confident in their ignorance 
and evill doings, that obeying them they cannor ſinne, and ſecurely doe ſo 
much miſchiete, ks they thinke is mericorious of heaven. Theſe are the mar- 
ked multirude, and the very Image of this ſecond Beaſt, and make all his 
watres, for ſo indeed S* 7ohn applies it, Rev. 13 4. to the firſt Beaſt, and he 
conraines all ſecular men that ſerve him, where we have head and body alſo, 
orrather hornes, to whom from the heads of the Dragon, Rev. 12, z. the 
crownes are tranſlated, Rev. 13. 1, So that Kings and Chadams a'e drawne 
nto this Warre, and the ſecond Beaſt is ſaid to exerciſe their powers Rev.13. 
12. becauſe he commands them to doe as he will, 

Daxiel ſpeaking of two Beaſts, Chap. 7.24, 25. makes the ſecond Bealt 
warre upon the firſt, and ſubdue the Kings that oppoſe him, and then him- 
ſelfe to make warre with the Saints, v. 21, he hath ſubtill eyes to ſpic our his 
times of advantage, a mourh that dare ſpeak great things, anda proud looke, 
more ſtour then his fellow hornes. And it may be S* 7ohn, Rey. 11.7, means 
him in this laſt tatall and finall warre, that he opens the very bottomleſle pit 
before he die, to get as many as he can with him to hell, bur it may be under- 
ſtood of both, for this warre comes from the crownes of Kings, as well as 
from the Crotſers of Biſhops and their Chapiains,as well from Scepters as the 
Sheep-hooke , their temporall \words, as the ſpirituall keyes, and all Kings 
that miſ” uſe their crownes, and Biſhops that abuſe their keyes,cither to teach 
falſe doftrine, or execute tyrannical] difciplne, helpe as killing Beaſts to de- 
troy the living harmleſle Beaſts, which bleeding are as Lyons to revenge 
themſelves, ns. Snanay that belongs ro God, they beate as laborious O,xen; 
till he call them out as #e» to execuce his wrath » and then as Eagles they will -- 
doe it with all expedition. | 

And now I come to look upon our £g/:/> Tragedie.and can finde no more 
AQours then the fowre living Beaſts, that for Chriſt are ready todie , and the 
two killing Beaſts, that ſer forth the ſecular and ſacred powers upon them. I 
cannot Siride che warres into any other members,and I hope none will think 
hardly of me for my invention. For the killing Beaffs that have begun the 
warte in Ireland, are well now diſcovered by their plott, which was firlt ro 
brung England and Scotlend into a combuſtion, but his Majeſtic to prevent 
that called a Parliament, and ſecing by to good a meanes peace procured be- 
tweene thoſe two Nations laboured to bring that Armie againſt the Parlia» 
ment, knowing the Parliament were zcalouſly ſer to root out ot, our King- 
dome thoſe killing Beaſts: But chis * ucceeded not z then brake on

the third in Ireland, and thoſe Beaſts began to kill in that Kingdome ; ahd for 
prevention the Parliament uſe all the power they can to ſend them {peedily 
relicfezand his Majeſtic being with them, an Att is made for raiſing of Sout- 
diers to helpe them that were diſtreſſed by rebel's ; and theſe Beaſts tearing 
their plort in [re/ard wonld not ſucceed, hinder the ſuccefſe in England, and 
labour ro bring his Majeſtic in diſlike of his Parliament; from diſliketo leave 
ic, and having brought him where they defired, rheir diligence is tro draw as 
many as they can trom their ſervice in the Houſes, to a1 hatred ot them; 
and now rebellion is from /re/a::z4 turned upon the Parliament it ſ{-lfe, and a 
watrc plovided againſt them,and rodiſarmethe Subjeds,or draw them trom 
their love of the Pariiament, have invented a Commiſſion ot Array, (0 tarre 
trom the Ali ofthe Ringdome, that ic 1s turned up and downethe King- 
dome againſt them, and thoſe that will nor ſerve tor them un their Armes, 
they are defircd to lend thein to the King, andit they willnors have them ta- 
kentrom them, and ſuch conſulton 15 raiſed in this controvertic, that well 
minded Subje&ts ſec not which f1dc they may ſatcly take parts withall. 
- Thoſe killing Bcaſts arc the bett markes rodireHt us what ro doe. The plott 
doubtleſle 1s to maintaine the Apoſtatic ; and Daniel hath told us, that 19n0- 
rance and ill doing miſt berhe meancs, and tierctore his Mjeltic, and well 
affected Nobles and Gentlemen to our Reiigion, ſhou'd contidgg the killing 
Beaſts that are amog them,or trom abroad come to hclp them, or tend them 
Armes. The plotters arc nor ſcene,anid many of the executioners undet(tard 
not what they doc, The Parl1ament m di{covering the 1liegalitic and mi- 
chiefe of the Commiſſion of Array, lay thusin the:r conclution, That it i not 
warranted by any Att of Parliament ; that it is contrary to the Lawes and Caſto nes 
o the Kingdoms ; deſtrnftive to the libertie of the Subjett, hu right an1 prop” 40142 in 
1s goods;a violation of the Petition of right .and oppoſire to the very Statute mad thu 
Parliament ; and what they ſay, they have prove ic ſufficiently, and if thy 
had notthe execution 9fthe Commiſſion would be proof enough.

Parliament. Seventhly, having upon a talſc and tyrannicall ground , made

Eightly, They ſuggeſt a Commitſion of Artay repealed, to be revived by 
his Majzſtie, who alone hath netther power to make a Law, repeal a Law, 
or revive one repealed : and it his atfrmarive vote be roo weak ro make any 
Law, his negative cannot be ſtrong enough to hinder themaking of it,” Bur 
his vote by theſe Beaſts , 1s made able envughto do them ſervice, thoughts 
his own wuſchict; and ruin of his Realme.Ninthly, This Commiſſion of Ar-
